Forest  Fires  —  Our  Most  Shameful  Waste 

Everyone  apparently  fears  fire  but  too  many  are 
careless  with  it.  This  is  particularly  true  of  fires  in 
and  near  woodlands.  Official  figures  show  that  more 
than  98  percent  of  all  forest  fires  result  from  human 
carelessness  and  can  be  prevented.  Consequently,  we 
may  say  "Forest  Fires  are  our  most  shameful  waste". 

Annual  forest  fire  losses  are  tremendous  and  their 
effects  far  reaching.   Such  fires  destroy  the  raw  prod- 
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ucts  of  the  forests,  the  protection  forests  provide  for 
game  and  the  supply  of  ground  water.  They  upset  local 
economies  by  drawing  men  from  gainful  employment 
and  requiring  the  expenditure  of  public  funds  to  ex- 
tinguish them. 

Our  forest  fire  organization  is  doing  a  good  job  in 
keeping  the  size  of  fires  small  but  the  number  of  fires 
is  increasing.  In  1949  there  were  100  more  fires  in  New 
Hampshire  than  in  1948,  but  they  burned  500  acres 
less.  For  the  warden  and  his  deputies  to  do  the  job 
they  are  capable  of,  they  must  have  the  cooperation  of 
the  public  —  YOU ! 

The  primary  objective  of  all  fire  fighters  is  PRE- 
VENTION —  fire  stoppage.  This  is  the  goal  toward 
which  your,  local  forest  fire  warden  and  his  deputies 
are  constantly  working.  It  can  be  achieved  ONLY  if 
YOU  and  YOU  and  YOU  cooperate  with  them.  It  is 
worth  YOUR  effort  and  can  be  accomplished  by : 

1.  Being  careful  with  fire  in  or  near  woodland,  being 
particularly  careful  with  matches  and  cigarettes. 

2.  Securing  the  required  written  permit  from  the 
warden  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow. 

3.  Insisting  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with 
burning  requirements. 

4.  Calling  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected 
and  aiding  him  to  extinguish  it. 

Let's  reduce  the  number  of  forest  fires  and  eliminate 
our  most  shameful  waste.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Brookfield  : 

In  large  school  districts  where  several  hundred  pupils 
are  enrolled  one  may  expect  to  find  a  great  diversity  of 
activities.  To  find  such  diversity  in  a  one-room  school 
as  in  the  Churchill  School,  is  very  unusual. 

Your  superintendent  will  not  attempt  to  list  all  the 
activities  carried  on  by  this  school  but  certain  of  them 
are  very  significant.  Probably  there  is  no  other  school 
in  the  land  where  all  pupils  have  their  teeth  taken  care 
of  through  funds  raised  by  their  own  activities,  and 
few  schools  where  teeth  are  so  adequately  conditioned. 
This  dental  care  with  the  hot  lunch  program  are  two 
major  factors  in  the  maintenance  of  good  health.  Ex- 
cept in  high  schools  where  a  good  home  economics  pro- 
gram is  operated,  one  would  search  far  to  find  a  school 
where  eighth  grade  girls  make  their  own  graduating 
dresses,  to  say  nothing  of  making  clothing  for  other 
children.  The  4-H  Club  with  its  very  useful  activities 
provides  a  practical  form  of  education  that  supple- 
ments the  Three  R's.  Participation  by  the  Churchill 
School  in  community  activities,  such  as  the  recent 
March  of  Dimes  Program,  is  a  valuable  contribution 
by  the  school.  There  are  other  activities  equally  signi- 
ficant, but  these  serve  to  accent  a  point  I  wish  to  make. 

With  the  changes  in  our  political,  economic,  and  so- 
cial life  that  have  taken  place  over  many  years,  there 
has  come  a  change  in  emphasis  in  education.  We  do 
not  minimize  the  importance  of  the  old  Three  R's  but 
we  realize  better  the  importance  of  other  phases  of  a 
child's  development.  Each  child  is  an  individual  with 
his  own  personality  which  should  be  developed  to  the 
highest  possible  degree.    Each  child  is  a  future  citizen 
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and  should  come  to  realize  and  accept  his  duties  as  a 
citizen.  Good  health  is  priceless.  Ability  to  get  along 
with  others  is  extremely  important.  Personnel  experts 
state  that  lack  of  this  ability  is  the  greatest  cause  of 
failure.  The  ability  to  weigh  issues  in  the  light  of  facts 
and  thus  to  reach  sound  conclusions  is  fundamental  to 
the  citizen  of  a  democracy.  These  phases  of  develop- 
ment fall  largely  on  the  school,  and  are  best  promoted 
by  such  activities  as  are  carried  on  in  your  school. 

During  the  current  year  the  enrollment  has  increased 
to  19  pupils.  This  means  that  your  school  building  is 
occupied  daily  by  20  people.  Under  accepted  standards 
of  sanitation  an  adequate  supply  of  water  in  the  build- 
ing is  practically  mandatory. 

Your  superintendent  is  well  aware  of  the  increasing 
costs  of  education.  A  considerable  share  of  this  in- 
crease in  cost  is  due  to  the  mounting  cost  of  high  school 
tuition.  A  law  enacted  by  the  last  legislature  permits 
districts  to  charge  full  cost  for  the  previous  year.  For 
high  schools  this  averaged  for  the  state  over  $200  per 
pupil.  The  highest  high  school  tuition  you  are  paying 
this  year  is  $155.00  per  pupil.  An  increase  can  be  ex- 
pected next  year,  but  probably  not  to  the  full  amount 
permitted  by  law.  Your  tax  rate  for  school  purposes 
for  1948-49  was  approximately  $5.59  per  thousand 
equalized  valuation.  The  average  for  the  state  was 
somewhat  over  $12.00  per  thousand  equalized  valua- 
tion. 

The  cooperation  of  members  of  the  school  board,  Mrs. 
Willey  and  the  Churchill  pupils  is  warmly  appreciated 
by  your  superintendent.  May  I  commend,  particularly, 
the  activities  of  the  recently  formed  Mothers'  Club.
